Bill Sullivan represented the Parking Task Force 
at Tuesday evening’s Sierra Madre City Council 
meeting and outlined what the committee, made up 
of 13 merchants and residents, had recommended to 
the council. 

On Mariposa, Sullivan said, the first five rows of 
the parking lot behind stores will consist of a two- 
hour maximum time limit. On the southern end of 
the lot there will be no restriction except for a 
24-hour limit. 

The Auburn lot will be 24-hour limit except tor 
the first six stalls and the last five stalls on the south 
side which will be designated two-hour parking limit 
only. 

The entire Souin aldwin parking lot behind 
Howie’s will be 24-hour parking.

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Parents can be 
canse of 
hazardous 
situations 
for kids

With the beginning of 
school, most drivers are 
more conscientious around 
school zones, knowing 
that a child could dart 
out in front of them at 
any time. 

Parents, however, un¬ 
wittingly become per¬ 
haps the No. 1 hazard 
to their own child’s safe¬ 
ty. Thinking that they 
are doing their child a 
favor, or are keeping 
their child safe from 
molesters or other 
“bad” influences, 
parents drive their child 
to and from school. It 
is the loading and 
unloading of students 
around schools that create 
serious traffic hazards 
for children. 

Parents are often ar¬ 
riving from many dif¬ 
ferent directions as 
they drive children to 
school. They frequently 
double park along the; 
street. To compound 
the problem, the double 
parking occurs simul¬ 
taneously on both sides 
of the street. Some par¬ 
ents even stop in the mid¬ 
dle of the street or worse 
yet, across the street 
from the school, forcing 
children to cross directly 
into the path of on¬ 
coming traffic. Bad wea¬ 
ther increases the child- 
traffic issue. A greater 
number of parents are 
more likely to drive their 
children to school and 


poor visibility adds to the 
possibility of accidents. 

Parking lots on the 
school grounds are no 
less of a danger to child¬ 
ren. The same condi¬ 
tions that exist on the 
street take place in the 
parking lot. The only 
difference is that 
vehicle speed is slow¬ 
er. However, with cars 
pulling in from two 
different directions, 
and children walking from 
one side of the lot to the 
other, the situation is 
just as dangerous. 

Following are some 
tips that can help keep 
your child safe: 

— Where possible, let 
your child walk to and 
from school or the bus 
stop. 

— If you are going to 
drive your child to 
school, use the proper 
loading and unloading 
areas. 

— When your child gets 
out of the car, make 
sure he/she uses the 
door next to the side¬ 
walk. 

— Don’t double park. 

— Don’t let your child 
cross in between parked 
cars. 

— If you park across 
the street from the 
school, make sure 
your child crosses at the 
nearest crosswalk/ 
corner.

When parents used in¬ 
door pesticides, their 
children were 3.8 times 
more likely to contract 
leukemia than child¬ 
ren in households 
where the pesticides were 
rarely used. 

When mothers regu¬ 
larly used herbicides or 
pesticides outdoors, 
their children were 
nine times more likely to 
develop childhood leuke¬ 
mia. 

Shackett explains how 
the non-chemical alter¬ 
native works, t he tech¬ 
nologies of the pio- 
duct can be described 
as working in the fol¬ 
lowing ways; soil con¬

Love, Joy, Peace, Long Suffering, Gentleness, 
s Goodness, Faith, Meekness and Temper- 
I ance. In 86 pages, this book manages 
j to give enough food for thought to comfort and 
5 sustain through times of famine. The wisdom 
s here is money in the bank in recessionary per- 
s lods in our lives. 

5 The book comes in a gold box which mat- 
s ches the attractive book cover. It is designed as 


a gift book, but 1 bought it as a gift for 
myself. It does not sit lonely and gathering dust 
on the coffee table as many “gift books” do. 
I read and re-read it. Sometimes 1 only have 
time for an instant pick-me-up, and so 1 only 
look at the words of wisdom 1 have 
already checked or underlined, or starred. 

“A word fitly spoken is like apples of 
gold in pictures of silver.” is the proverb 
from which the title of Petty’s collection has 
come. Sometimes these words are just what 1 
need for encouragement and hope. They give 
me insight with which to put the silver pictures 
of my life and times together, when it seems 
that they have become a splattering of abstract 
images and accidentally spilled paint. 

Here are some examples of my fav orites: 

On Longsuffering: “The secret of patience 
is doing something else in the meanwhile.” 

On Gentleness: “Be kind, for ev ery one you 
meet is fighting a hard battle.” 

On Meekness: “The man who trims him¬ 
self to suit everybody will soon whittle himself 
away.” 

On Goodness: “Life is not the wick or 
the candle — it is the burning.”

logistical diffi¬ 
culties that may either 
smooth out or become 
major under the pres¬ 
sure of performance, 
through the changes in 
timing and acoustics 
caused by a full audience, 
to reassessing the clarity 
and construction of the 
script. Innumerable de¬ 
tails must be coped 
with and the time it takes 
can be very expensive. 
Solution: invite pre¬ 
view audiences at lower 
prices to help defray ex¬ 
penses and act as guinea 
pigs. 

Usually the adjust¬ 
ments are next to invisible 
and the theater-goer gets 
a bargain. Occasionally 
things just don’t work 
and changes are made 
right up to the official 
opening curtain. 

This summer Alan 
Freeman has been saying 
to his preview audiences 
at Occidental College, 
“Thank you for com¬ 
ing before the L.A. 
Times has told you whe¬ 
ther to like it or not.” 

The varied role of the 
theater critics can 
provide material for ano¬ 


ther whole column. 
Ideally, they should 
let you know what 
kind of thing it is and 
what sort of people 
might like it, giving 
their view of the quality 
of the production and 
reasons for the opin¬ 
ions. Don’t trust any¬ 
body so snobbish as to 
dislike everything or so 
besotted as to love it 
all.

Alice O’Grady likes life to stay ‘as is’

Alice Kennedy O’Grady, ex-World War I 
nurse, salutes you. Born 94 years ago, on June 13, 
1886 in Michigan City, Ind., Alice has spent the 
past 61 years in her home on Manzanita Street in 
Sierra Madre. 

“1 dearly love Sierra Madre in every way,” she 
says. ‘‘It is a unique place and 1 don’t think it 
can be improved. The more we change it, the less 
1 like it.” 

Not all of Alice’s life has been centered in peace¬ 
ful, provincial life, however. As a young girl, she 
made the decision to follow in her older sister’s 
footsteps. ‘‘My sister was a nurse and I wanted to 
do everything she did,” remembers Alice with a 
smile. ”1 trained for three years at Sisters of 
Charity, in Indianapolis. My first job was in 
private duty nursing, and then 1 enlisted in the Army 
Nurse Corps.” 

In 1917, just before the war’s end, Alice was 
sent to Central France. There she treated soldiers 
from the battlefield at the base hospital. "There 
was a lot of mud and rain, wet feet all the time, 
which is conducive to tuberculosis,” she recalls. 
Alice contracted the disease and was sent back to 
Indianapolis after the war ended. 

For two years she was "bed-fast” and fought 
to get total disability, "because everything in my 
body was affected.” 

How is her health now? 

“I think it speaks for itself that I’m still here 
at 94 (years of age),” she says with spunk. 

It was during her time in the hospital that she 
met her husband, John O’Grady, to whom she was 
married for 50 years, before his death in 1970. They 
have two sons, one now living in Altadena, the 
other in Arkansas, a daughter in Pasadena, 10 
grandchildren and 10 great-grandchildren. 

In explaining how she and her family came 
to Sierra Madre, Alice says, “My husband was tuber¬ 
cular from the service. He was always out looking 
for a better place to live. When he discovered 
Sierra Madre, he came back to New Mexico where 
we were living for its desert climate. He told 
me he’d found just the house for us.” 

Six decades later. Alice O’Grady sits on her 
couch in the living room of that house he found 
and waits for her daughter, a nurse who works 
for the Pasadena Blood Bank. She tells of her life in 
this house and the neighborhood. 

‘‘When the children were young, 
we built a small house in the backyard with a 
screened porch, so that they could sleep in the fresh 
air. As graduates of TB, we had to take special 
care of the children.”

Alice, because of her medical background, also 
took special care of the neighbors, who through the 
years would come to her with health care questions 
and needs. "I would go to them, or they would 
come to me.” She continues to appreciate Sierra 
Madre for its "village type of living, friendly and 
neighborly.” 

Through the years she has belonged to St. 
Rita’s Parish, and she loves to read, though she is 
now blind in one eye. About TV, she comments, 
“1 don’t watch much TV. It leaves a lot to be 
desired, don’t you agree?” 

Gardening has also been one of her favorite 
pastimes. “Roses and other tlowers are my hobby,” 
she says. "It irks me that I can’t do it anymore.” 

In her large backyard is a blue and white 
porch swing with a canopy where Alice often sits 
and enjoys the garden. Visible are the lines of rose¬ 
bushes and the fruit trees she and her husband 
planted many years ago. 

A front porch which was added onto the house, 
and front lawn chairs placed under the shady trees of 
the front yard, supply other places to sit and enjoy 
the neighborhood. "There is no better place." 

"1 want it to stay just like it was. I get mad 
when they try to change it. I don’t see why we have 
to be like everyone else,” says .Alice.

percent grade. 

McRea also made a brief slide presentation con¬ 
cerning the areas the task force designated in the 
mountains. 

Shirley McGillicuddy, representing Beautification 
Committee, thanked the staff for assistance during 
the years the committee had been in effect, “Since 
Carlyle Griffin was mayor, ” she said. 

"We are looking at the committee’s purpose, 
study the committee function, the purpose with the 
city and will bring back that study to the council.” 

Laurie Cooper voiced her concern about the con¬ 
dition of the city water spreading grounds. 

"For years volunteers have been keeping the area 
clean even though in the general plan it says that the 
grounds must be made presentable to the people liv¬ 
ing near them...

Red water blamed 
on MWD chloramines 


Ihe red water which 
local residents have 
been seeing in their 
basins and bowls is the 
result of .‘\rcadia having 
to use water from the 
Metropolitan Water 
District, reports Rita 
Kurih, administrative 
assistant to the city 
water district. 

MWD water contains 
chloramines, a mix¬ 
ture of chlorine and na¬ 
tural or added ammonia, 
which reacts with gal¬ 
vanized pipes, thus 
creating the red water. 

The Department of 
Health Services has 
approved the addition of 
zinc orthophosphate to 
the water, which will put 
a coating on galvanized 
pipes, adds Kurth.
